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HUGH  CARSON 


A  Tribute 

A  well  known  figure  on  the  campus,  Hugh  Carson,  passed  away  on  the 
twentieth  of  September,   1954. 

As  far  back  as  1926  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  University  of  Saskatchewan 
as  Physical  Education  Instructor,  and  over  the  years  grew  to  be  almost  as 
much  a  part  of  the  University  as  the  Greystone  colleges. 

His  activities  were  many  and  varied.  He  coached,  trained  and  instructed 
in  the  fields  of  fencing,  boxing,  football,  soccer  and  swimming.  Furthermore 
he  was  an  outstanding  athlete  in  his  own  right,  having  been  a  professional 
player  on  the  famous  Scottish  first  division  soccer  club,  Kilmarnock,  in  the 
year  1920.  His  soccer  playing  in  North  American  earned  him  the  honor  some 
twelve  years  ago,  of  being  chosen  in  a  poll  conducted  by  Canadian  Sports 
Writers,  as  the  fourth  greatest  player  in  Canada  in  the  previous  fifty  years. 

Until  his  retirement  in  1953  he  gave  of  himself  unsintingly.  A  number 
of  students  gained  individual  fame  under  his  direction.

All  of  them, 
many  now  in  far  flung  places,  doubtless  have  nostalgic  memories  of  their  old 
meeting  place,  his  office,  always  overflowing  with  an  assortment  of  athletic 
gear  and  good  fellows,  where  presided  that  shining  example  of  good  sports- 
manship known  affectionately  to  the  faculty  and  students  alike  as  "Hughie".

Hillel    bears   the    name   of   the    beloved    gentle   sage    who    lived 
century    B.C.    His   name    is   associated   with    his   teachings   of    love   of    fellow-man, 
devotion  to  peace   and  justice,   and  dedication   to  learning. 

The  Hillel  Foundation  are  dedicated  to  the  ideals  of  Rabbi  Hillel  and 
today  serve  more  than  150,000  men  and  women  on  200  college  and  university 
campuses  from  the  Canadian  North  to  Havana  in  the  Caribbean  to  the  Hebrew 
University    in    Jerusalem.
